DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Valette 
(US 2,712,205). 

Valette teaches a roll having a shaft (34), a plurality of cyHnder elements/segments 
axially aligned along the shaft wherein each of the cylinder elements/segments have at least one 
non-linear end edge profile (see Figures 6-9). Note that the non-linear profile defines a generally 
sine wave configuration which includes flattened areas and/or tessellated, partially mosaic 
flattened areas.
